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Angkor Dance Troupe presents the 
Evolution of Cambodian Dance Film Series

It is an art form 
over a thousand years 
old that continues to 
engage and captivate 
audiences; both steeped 
in ancient tradition and 
the inspiration for con- 
temporary artistic inno- 
vation. Tragically 
almost lost forever, the 
evolution of Cambodian 
classical dance has been 
a fascinating journey; one Lowell's 
Angkor Dance Troupe is sharing 


through the power of film. 

On November 19, Angkor Dance 
Troupe kicked off their Evolution of 
Cambodian Dance Film Series with 
the presentation of the 1965 documen- 
tary The Royal Ballet of Cambodia. 
The film traces the roots of Cambodian 
dance tradition from its origins in 
antiquity to its practices of the mid-20th 
century. The movie features both per- 
formances and behind the scenes 
activities of what it describes as "a 
unique contribution to the world's cul- 
ture."

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colonists perished that winter from disease 
or starvation. 

In the spring, the indigenous people (for- 
merly known as Indians or Native 
Americans) taught the colonists (also known 
as the Pilgrims) how to grow com and other 
native crops. In the fall of 1621, the 
colonists held a banquet for themselves 
and the indigenous people to give thanks 
for their plentiful harvest. This was the 
first Thanks giving. 

The tradition of giving 
thanks for the fall harvest continued 
but Thanksgiving did not become 
an official holiday until 1863 at 
the height of the American Civil 
War. President Abraham Lincoln 
proclaimed that all Americans 
should set aside the last Thursday 
in November as a day of thanksgiving. 

Today, Thanksgiving is one 
of America’s most popular holidays. 

The day before is the busiest travel 
day of the year as families reunite 
for the holiday. That Wednesday 
night has also become a time for 
partying, a tradition that started 
with college students who came 
home for the holiday socializing 
with their friends from high 
school. Many others copied this 
custom and the day is sometimes 
known as ’’Blackout Wednesday" 
for all the drinking that occurs. 

Thanksgiving day begins 
with high school football. The 
game between Lowell High and 
Lawrence High used to attract 
thousands of spectators. After 
years of declining interest, the 
game is again quite popular but 
Thanksgiving is mostly about 
families and food with a typical 
menu consisting of roast turkey, 
mashed potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
squash, com, cranberry sauce and 
pumpkin pie. 

In recent years, the day after 
Thanksgiving has become a busy 
shopping day that is the start of 
the Christmas season. That day 
is called Black Friday because 
the sales made that day often 
provide merchants with their 
first profit of the year. (In 
accounting, debts are written in 
red pencil and profits in black 
pencil so when a company has a 


profit, it is said to be "in the black" which 
is where the name Black Friday came from). 
Internet companies offer sales on the Monday 
after Thanksgiving. That day is now 
known as Cyber Monday. 

Despite the commercialization of the 
holiday as the start of the Christmas shopping 
season, Thanksgiving remains mostly 
about family, friends and giving thanks 
for life's good fortunes.

world pour into the sector. 

Grant Knuckey, CEO of ANZ 
Royal, said Monday he disagreed 
with the World Bank's figure on the 
number of accountholders in the 
country. 

"The current figure in terms of 
percentage of the population with an 
account at a formal financial institution 
is in excess of 10 percent now," he said. 

Mr. Knuckey also said the number 
of ANZ Royal customers with a savings 
account far exceeds the 1 percent stated 
in the report. 

"ANZ Royal has far more than 


that number by itself," he said, declining 
to give an exact amount. 

In Channy, CEO of Acleda Bank, 
also said his bank has more than 1 
million accounts, and that the total 
amount of money saved by its account 
holders currently stands at roughly 
$1.5 billion. 

"The World Bank needs to look 
at the future and see the number of 
banks coming into the industry. The 
[percentage] of Cambodians now 
with a bank account is more like 10 
percent," he said.
